There is one serious obstacle (o Lowell's advancement, and that is the 


lack of low priced land on which (o locate new industries. 
Whenever we 


have au opportunity to bring them here by the offer of a suitable site, we 


are up against the proposition of dealing with a lot of people who want, a 


hig price for (heir land. That kills the project in ils inception.' Thus we are 


handicapped by a scarcity of laud at a reasonable price. 


For a city of over 100,000 people our. territory is loo small. We have 


an area of but 12 square miles oti which to do.business, and that is pretty 


•well covered "with buildings or else held for buildings iu prospect. Under 


such conditions we cannot ofier the necessary inducement to prospecting 


industries. Hence we t-ee them pass our doors regularly and go to other 


cities and towns that can offer them suitable locations at a reasonable price 


or as many <lo free. 


We have, therefore, reached a stage at which: wci must get more terri- 


tory or remain in a hide-bound condition for all time. We may build sky- 
scrapers to compensate for our lack of room to spread on the level;.but 
niijess we have the grovfing industries, our high buildings will remain empty. 
What then is the remedy for this state of affah-s? 
There is but one remec 


and that is annexation. We should annex vacant land or even purchase 
at a low price if it be suitable for manufacturing purposes. 


We have at present a notable case in point in the opportunity to iocat 


a very large industry that would employ 10,000 hands. Had wo suitabl 
land to offer at a low price or as'a free gift which would be warranted we 
would stand an excellent chance of securing the industry arid thus adding 
25,000 to our population. 
But what do we find to be the fact? 
The com- 


mittee in charge of the matter has to guarantee a good price to land owners 
before they consent to gi\e an opfion on (heir holdings. How can ive under

WHAT 
u. s. 
DOES WITH NON- 


CONTIGUOUS TERRITORIES 


WASHINGTON, Fob'. 13.—Trade of 


the United States with its noncontigu- 
ous territories aggregated two hundred 
million dollars in the calendar 
year 


1910, 
against one hundred million in 


the calendar year 1903, the lirst 
year 


for which complete statistics of this 
trade are available. The ligurc-s 
of 


the bureau of 
statistics, department 


of commerce and labur. just complet- 
ed^show the total value of this trade 
in the year ending December 31, 1!>10. 
to be $202,494,343,'and in the year end- 
ing December 31, 1903, J100.107.23-I, an 
increase of 100 per cent., 
while 
the 


trade with other parts of the world 
was increasing about 40 per cent. The 
territories Iu question are Alaska, Ha- 
waii, Porto Rico, the Philippines. Guam, 
Tutuila and the Midway Islands,

The value of the merchandise ship- 


ped from the territories in question to 
the United Slates in 1910 was 511,731,- 
031, against 561.876,756 in 1903. The 
value of the merchandise shipped from 
the United States to the noncontiguous 
territories was $00,763,312, against $3S,- 
230,478 in 1903. The increase In the 
period from 1903 to 1910 was thus S2 
per cent, in the value of merchandise

city is elosely infenvoven, and one that deiimnds immediate attention. In 
the past when annexation was bpoken of, it .was considered injurious rather 
than otherwise to annex any but thickly settled territory that would soon 
bring a revenue from taxation. That fallacy is now exploded, and it appears 
from our recent experience (hat it is of Ihe utmost importance to hold in 
leadiness for factory sites a large .area of cheap or'.unimproved land to 
which r6ads, watermains and, if necessary, sewers can be 'easily introduced. 


Of course it is not to be assumed that all onr factory sites have been 


used up. Par from it. There are in various parls"of our city some very ex- 
cellent sites for factories of ordinary size, but:when it comes to finding a 
site of one square mile or thereabouts, we cnnno't do it unless at a figure that 
is likely to ptove discouraging.

A provision has been added to the 


Postoffice Appropriation Bill by the 
Senate Postoffice Committee without 
proper notice or public hearing. 
It 


provides for an unjust, 
discriminatory 


and confiscatory tax on the popular 
magazines. 
By attaching this provision 


to the Postoffice Appropriation Bill at 
the eleventh hour, all opportunity for 
open discussion and consideration by 
the people, the publishers and the Sen- 
ate was cut off. It was an un-Ameri- 


can, 
star-chamber proceeding, accom- 


plished under Presidential and political 
coercion. 


If this bill is passed, with the pro- 


vision which practically exempts from 
taxation magazines which have not 
spoken boldly on public questions, many 
of the popular periodicals will be put 
out of business altogether and the others, 
without exception, will be seriously 
crippled. 


Even if it were possible for the 


magazines to continue in business under 
these new conditions, the people would, 
derive no benefit from the measure; for 
until the Postoffice Department is taken 
out of politics, and a business-like man- 
agement installed, it is improbable that 
any additional revenue collected will be 
used economically. 


We urge every friend of honest 


politics, economical government and a 
free press to telegraph or write an im- 
mediate protest to their Senators and 
Representatives.

There is one serious obstacle to Lowell's advancement, and that is the 


lack of low priced land on which to locate new industries. 
Whenever we 


have an opportunity to bring them here by the offer of a suitable- site, we 


are up against the proposition of dealing with a lot of people who want a 


big price for their land. That kills the project in its inception. Thus we are 


handicapped by a scarcity of land at a reasonable price. 


For a city of over 100,000 people our territory is too small. We have 


' an area of but 12 square miles on which to do business, and that is pretty 


"well covered with buildings or else held for buildings in prospect. Under 


such conditions we cannot offer the necessary inducement to prospecting 


industries. Hence we see them pass our doors regularly and go to other 


' cities and towns that can offer them suitable locations at a reasonable price 


-•or as many do free. 


We have, therefore, reached a stage at which we must get more terri- 


tory or remain in a hide-bound condition for all time. We may build sky- 
scrapers to compensate for our lack of room to spread on the levol; but 


' unless we have the growing industries, our high buildings will remain empty. 


' 
" What then is the remedy for this state of affairs? 
There is but one remedy 


and that is annexation. We shonld'annex vacant laud or even purchase it 
_at a low price if it be surtable f or manufacturing purposes. 


• . We have at present a notable pase in point in the opportunity to locate 
a very large industry that would employ 10,000 hands. Had we suitable 
land to offer- at a low price or as a free gift which would be warranted we 


-" would stand an excellent chance of securing the industry and thus adding 


£5jOOO to our population. But what do we find to bo the fact? 
The com- 


, 'miftee in charge of the matter has to guarantee a good price to land owners 


before they consent to give an option on their holdings. Haw can w.e under 
such circumstances compete with oilier cities, and towns that have a very 
!M-ge terrilory to dispose of for factory sites at a price that is merely 
nominal? 


Thus it appears that annexation is one of the things' essential to our 


' future growth. 
In the last decade the increase in our population was not 


nearly so great ns during the previous decade, and this lack.of room hud 
undoubtedly something to do with it. If we are to annex, in what direction 


• -' shall wo turn? 
We have already taken a slice off Towksbury, but one that 


,did not furnish as much vacant land as we require."' 


There is considerable vacant land out along the Concord river that 


could be utilized for factory sites as it is near the railroad track and is not 
ronfrollcd by the Locks and Canals company, which seems to have the 
knack of scaring off most of the prospecting companies that come to Lowell. 


The North Ch'elmsford direction seems, to offer the greatest inducement. 


. 
;iis- the territory between Lowell and that village and out to the border lines 
of'Westford and Tyngshoro would offer on outlet for new industries that is 
much needed by our city. Unless something be done to place at our com- 
mand a wide area of land suitable for factory sites we shall be hampered in 
our future growth in a manner that will render our efforts fruitless.

. If instead of twelve sqiiiiio miles our territory were twice as large, thc"n 


we should have no difficulty in finding suitable locations for shoe factories, 
. machine shops or industries of any other kind. 
,

This is one of the problems with which the future prosperity of our 


city is closely interwoven, and one thai demands immediate attention. In 
the past when annexation was spoken of, it was considered injurious rather 
than otherwise to annex any but thickly settled territory that would soon 
bring a revenue from taxation. That fallacy is now exploded, and it appears 
from our recent experience thnt it is of the utmost impirtanco to hold in 


, - readiness for factory sites a large area of cheap or uirjnproved land to 


«.< which roads, wafermains and, if necessary, sewers can he easily introduced.

Of course it is not to be assumed that nil our factory sites have been 


"-ijsed'up. Far from it. There are in various parts of our city, some very cx- 


,cellent sites for factories of ordinary size, but when it comes to finding a 


,' site of one square mile or thereabouts, we cannot do it unless at a figure that

the United States with Us noncontigu- 
ous territories aggregated two hundred 
million dollars In the calendar year

of 


the bureau of statistics, department 
of commerce and labor, just complet- 
ed, show the total value of this trade 
in the year ending December 31, 1J10, 
to be 5,202,484,343, and in the year end-
